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£2m plan 
to create 
jobs for 
the young 

A £2 MILLION scheme that 
will see more than 500 
apprenticeships created 
across Walsall in the next 
two years has been backed 
by council chiefs. 

The Walsall Works 
project, which aims to get 
teenagers and young adults 
into work, was last week 
approved by cabinet 
members and must now get 
the backing of full council on 
Thursday, February 23. 

The scheme will provide 
funding for training, with 
businesses receiving a 
subsidy from the council to 
take on apprentices. 

Regeneration chief Coun¬ 
cillor Adrian Andrew told 
the council cabinet: “This is 
about unlocking the poten¬ 
tial of our young people, 
keeping them in the borough 
and giving our borough a 
better and brighter future.” 

Powers 

Council leader Mike Bird 
urged other councils to 
follow Walsall’s lead. 

Legal powers to ensure 
the multi-million pound 
transformation of the Old 
Square Shopping Centre can 
go ahead were also approved 
last week as cabinet 
members adopted powers to 
override any land issues. 
That is to ensure the project 
moves forward without any 
objections. 

Jets project 
out to tender 

A CONTRACTOR to install 
water jets to replace the 
Walsall Arboretum lido will 
be appointed next month. 

Tenders will go out in the 
next couple of weeks, and 
council chiefs say the work 
will be completed by this 
summer - despite the 
£175,000 cash to fund the 
scheme being pushed back 
into the budget for 2012-13. 

The water jets are to 
replace the paddling pool, 
which dates back to 1953. 
Council chiefs say the lido is 
worn out and not hygienic. 

Willenhall Memorial Park 
has also had new water fea¬ 
tures installed. 


OUTCRY LEADS TO

BLOXWICH Police Station has won a reprieve in contro¬ 
versial plans to close it overnight, with campaigners 
hailing the decision a “victory for people power”. 

West Midlands Police had planned to close the station’s front desk overnight from 6pm 
to 10am in a bid to save money. But following a public outcry in the town, the force is now 
planning to close it from 10pm to 8am instead. 

Campaigners said it was a welcome reprieve but said they would push for the closure 
hours to be reduced further. Four other Black Country police station inquiry offices are set 
to shut overnight from 6pm to 10am. The overnight closures are expected to be approved 


Officers hunt 
sex attacker 

POLICE are hunting a man who sexually 
assaulted a woman in Brownhills as she was 
walking home in the afternoon. 

A man approached the woman from 
behind and forced her to an area near to 
garages where she was the victim of a 
serious sexual assault. 

Det Insp Scott Griffiths, from the Protec¬ 
tion Unit at Bloxwich police station, said: 
“This was a very serious and nasty attack on 
a lone woman as she walked home. 

“We want to hear from anyone who was in 
the Tamar Close or Hednesford Road area of 
Brownhills between 4pm and 7pm on 
Sunday, February 5, and who saw a man 
fitting the description of this offender. 

Patrol 

“Thankfully, incidents such as this are 
rare and officers continue to patrol the area 
to provide reassurance and support.” 

The offender is described as white, aged in 
his 40s, of medium build, with wavy, mousey 
coloured hair, 5ft 8in to 6ft tall with stubble. 
He was wearing a green fisherman’s jacket, 
dark coloured bottoms and black work 
boots.

David Winnick, Labour MP for Walsall 
North, today said: “Of course we do welcome 
this change in the hours of closure.

It is not 
just a matter of being able to go to the police 
station during the night, it’s the feeling of 
security of being able to contact Bloxwich 
Police Station during the night. 

Extending 

“I would still hope further consideration 
can be given to extending the hours there.” 

Campaigner Councillor Julie Fitzpatrick 
added: “We wanted to keep the station open 
all the time, that’s what the aim was and 
people were queuing up to sign the petition. 

“But anything is an improvement on 
what they were putting forward. If we got it 
open more hours then we have achieved 
something.” 

In a report to West Midlands Police 
Authority, Assistant Chief Constable 
Sharon Rowe said the changes would allow 
some officers to return to visible policing. 

She said the results of the consultation 
had led to some of the proposals being 
changed, including at Bloxwich.

Council to 
consider 
collecting 
scrap too 

SCRAP metal could be col¬ 
lected from homes in Walsall 
in the same way the council 
collects rubbish. 

In its latest move to regu¬ 
late the scrap metal indus¬ 
try, the authority is looking 
at getting a slice of the 
profits as the value of metal 
continues to soar. 

The idea was mooted by 
leader of the Liberal Democ¬ 
rats in the borough Ian 
Shires, who said the money 
the council makes from the 
venture could be put back 
into the communities. 

He said: “I have been 
watching the debate on 
metal theft develop both at 
local and national level and, 
as usual, as soon as govern¬ 
ment in any form gets 
involved, we end up with 
endless bureaucracy. This 
idea is simple, it keeps 
bureaucracy to a minimum 
and could help bring in 
money for essential serv¬ 
ices.” 

Money 

He proposed the move to 
Walsall Council leader Mike 
Bird, who said he thought it 
was a “brilliant idea”. 

The leader said: “If there 
is money in scrap, then why 
shouldn’t we have some of 
it? We collect green waste 
and recycling waste, there’s 
no reason why we can’t do 
the same with scrap metal.” 

Councillor Bird added 
that details of the plan will 
be looked into by officers. 

He said: “We see these 
people drive around Walsall 
with trucks piled up and 
totally unsafe. We have to 
clamp down on this, we are 
not prepared to sit around 
any longer.” 

Councillor Shires added: 
“If you think about it, it’s a 
lucrative business, and we 
collect all the other stuff.”

Cellars threaten to sink village green project 


A VILLAGE green fiercely protected 
by campaigners in Walsall is sinking 
into old cellars, threatening, a 
planned £90,000 revamp. 

Residents in the Friends of 
Chuckery Corner Green group were 
delighted when the land was 
granted village green status in early 
2011. 

The move came after 600 resi¬ 
dents signed a petition and inun¬ 
dated Walsall Council with 


objections to plans to build a youth 
centre on the site. They then got to 
work planning a makeover includ¬ 
ing shrubs, benches and fencing 
despite being denied lottery cash. 

But the patch of land in Walhouse 
Road is subsiding into old cellars 
under the lawn, leaving pools of 
standing water which are freezing 
over in the icy weather and causing 
a hazard to anyone who wishes to 
use the land for recreation. 


Secretary of the group Alan 
McDevitt said they may have to ask 
for help from landfill companies 
such as Biffa as part of their charity 
work to stop any further damage to 
the green. 

Deteriorating 

He explained: “It appears to be 
deteriorating. It has got worse over 
the last year and there are pools of 
standing water which have frozen 


over with the snow. We are looking 
at various things, like some landfill 
companies are obliged to do landfill 
for things like this, so we will see if 
they have any money available to 
sort out the surface of the green.” 

The group is refusing to give up on 
the dream of revamping the whole 
space. He added that they were also 
hoping to team up with the Wood¬ 
lands Trust to plant saplings.

A JUNIOR football league is

revamp a pavilion inDarlas- 
ton. 

Walsall Junior Youth 
Football League, which uses 
the pavilion in Kings Hill 
Park, wants to spruce it up 
with new kitchen facilities, 
roof and windows. 

The league is planning to 
apply to Sport England for 
the funds and if they are suc¬ 
cessful it could also help 
them to expand and intro¬ 
duce all-girls teams. 

Around 300 teams play in 
the league. 

The young players use the 
pavilion at the park off Old 
Park Road on Sundays. 

Paul Haywood, assistant 
secretary of Walsall Junior 
Youth Football League, said 
around 4,000 youngsters 
played in the league but the 
pavilion was unsuitable for 
its teams to use. 

He said: “We have had a 
meeting to finalise what we 
want are hoping to get the 
application in soon.” 


Caravan stolen 

A RARE touring caravan 
has been stolen from a farm 
in Brownhills.The £14,000 
off-white and coffee- 
coloured Rimor tourer was 
taken from Sandhills Farm 
in Lichfield Road, and police 
said thieves will have towed 
it or put it on to a truck. 


Five-year-old Davina 
Parmar has severe learning 
difficulties, cerebral palsy, 
epilepsy and is blind, as well 
as needing constant round- 
the-clock care. 

Her parents, Lai and 
Sunita Parmar, of Bilston, 
are now in line for a major 
compensation payout after 
hospital bosses admitted lia¬ 
bility at the High Court last 
week and issued an apology 
to Davina and her family. 

IT engineer Mr Parmar, 
aged 39, said: “We are so glad 
this has reached a conclu¬ 
sion and now we can give our 
daughter the best possible 
care.” 

Davina was only moments 
from death at Walsall Manor 
Hospital in June 2006 when 
her heart stopped beating 
just two days after her birth. 

Her parents, who live in 
Wrenbury Drive, launched a 
High Court claim for 
damages. 

Adrian Hopkins QC, who 
appeared on behalf of 
Walsall Hospitals NHS 
Trust, said the trust had 
accepted it was in breach of 
its duty in connection with 
the monitoring of Davina’s 
blood-glucose levels. He 
expressed the trust’s “pro¬ 
found regret”. 

Fiona Neale, representing 
Davina, told Mr Justice 
Eady that the child was 
afforded “totally unsatisfac¬ 
tory care” during the first 
day of her life. 

Negotiations will now 
take place on the level of the 
final compensation payout. 

Mrs Parmar, 35, who 
works for Tarmac, said: “We 
don’t trust doctors 
anymore.” 

The couple said they were 
looking to buy a house in the 
which could be adapted for 
Davina’s needs.

Terrapins survive waste plant ordeal 


TWO terrapins had a narrow escape after 
ending up in a rubbish depot in Aldridge. The 
creatures were discovered within the space of a 
week in separate incidents at the Biffa plant. 

The survival of the first reptile has been 
described as “nothing short of a miracle” after 
he actually went through machinery at the 
household waste management plant in West- 
gate. The second terrapin was spotted on a con¬ 
veyor belt just moments before going through 
the machinery and was saved. 

RSPCA officers said they believed the rep¬ 
tiles had been dumped in the rubbish and con¬ 
demned the actions as cruel. The first terrapin 


suffered a nasty crack and hole in its shell. He 
is now at Proteus Reptile Centre, in Catholic 
Lane, Sedgley, where staff say it is on the road 
to recovery although it is expected to take some 
time. 

Amy Taranaski, centre co-ordinator, said: 
“It’s going to take a while for the shell to repair 
and heal. We are having to keep him in special 
conditions to ensure the shell doesn’t become 
infected. 

“It is shocking to think of these animals 
being dumped in this way - and within a week 
of each other.” 

Staff at Biffa called the RSPCA after spotting 


the creatures and the animals were rescued. 

Inspector Daniel Cole said: “The first terra¬ 
pin sustained a really nasty crack and hole in 
its shell, but the fact it survived this terrifying 
ordeal is nothing short of a miracle. 

“It is perfectly reasonable for us to presume 
that the terrapins ended up in the household 
waste plant machinery because they were 
dumped in a bin with the trash. 

“It’s despicable. To dump or abandon any 
animal in a manner likely to cause suffering is 
a criminal offence.”

Babywear factory plan to 
create up to 80 new jobs 


UP TO 80 jobs are set to be created with the 
opening of a new babywear factory in Walsall. 
Businessman Tony Singh aims to open UK

years. Mr Singh said current high demand for UK-made 
goods was prompting him to open in the town. 

“I am delighted at the possibility of opening in Walsall,” 


he said. 

“We are actively talking 
about a site and we hope to 
be open in August, with a lot 
of workers taken from the 
local area.” 

He said UK Stitch would 
take on 80 workers at first 
and more in the following 
years. He is currently 
looking at a site close to junc¬ 
tion 10 of the M6 and said 
there were some deals 
already in the pipeline. 

It is the latest business to 
announce the creation of 
jobs in the borough. 

Perfection Foods Ltd will 
create 70 new jobs with the 
opening of its new bakery 
factory this spring. 

The company, which is 
based at Walsall Enterprise 
Park near junction nine of 
the M6, will almost triple its 
workforce under the expan¬ 
sion. 

Fifty new jobs will also be 
created at a new buffet rest¬ 
aurant opening at the site of 
the former Chicago Rock 
Cafe, in Lichfield Street. 

Fiesta World Buffet and 
Bar is set to open in March.

Motorway 
work delay 

WORK on a £1.5 million 
resurfacing scheme along 
the M6 in Walsall has been 
delayed because of the 
winter cold snap.

Car park to cater for staff at housing HQ 


AN UNDER-used car park in Walsall 
is to be taken over by staff at the new 
£6.5 million Walsall Housing Group 
head office. 

Council chiefs and housing bosses 
have struck a deal for up to 60 spaces 
at Ward Street, a short walk away 
from the WHG base in Littleton 
Street. 

The permit scheme is expected to 
rake in more than £20,000 for the 


cash-strapped council. Housing staff 
are in the process of moving into the 
offices, one of the first stages of the 
Gigaport project. 

It comes as 300 staff move into the 
building, prompting concerns over a 
lack of parking space in the area. 

The council had reduced all day 
charges to £3 at Ward Street as part 
of its three month price reduction 
trial to encourage visitors into the 


town. However, initial results 
showed there had been little impact 
in filling underused bays. Council 
chiefs say the permit proposal was 
advertised and attracted no feed¬ 
back. 

Transport chief Councillor Tom 
Ansell said: “The Ward Street car 
park, which has 60 spaces, has been 
virtually empty and you could liter¬ 
ally count the number of cars using it 


on the fingers of one hand. We’ve 
agreed to issue permits to WHG to 
allow their staff - as our partners - to 
have monthly parking permits. ” 

He added: “These are issued at a 
cost of £30 a month - the same rate 
for our staff and roughly the same 
rate as the private sector. Overall, 
this has the potential to generate 
£22,000 a year if all 60 spaces are 
used for monthly permits by WHG.

Jambuster 
proposals 
for highway 
into town 

A PERMANENT one-way 
system is among a package of 
measures being considered to 
reduce congestion along 
Walsall’s busy Caldmore 
Road. 

The route has suffered 
more than a decade of prob¬ 
lems which have seen parked 
cars clog up the street 
running from the town 
centre. 

Buses have already 
adopted a one-way system 
along the road after previ¬ 
ously having to mount pave¬ 
ments to get through, putting 
the safety of pedestrians at 
risk. 

A report by Walsall Council 
said a possible solution is one¬ 
way traffic flow - allowing on¬ 
street parking to remain. 

However there are fears it 
could increase the risk of 
speeding. 

St Matthew’s ward Coun¬ 
cillor Mohammed Arif said 
there were concerns among 
traders these would impact 
on business. 

He said other possibilities 
are to swap over the current 
double yellow line restric¬ 
tions from one side of the 
road to the other. 

This could allow the road to 
be widened by using some of 
the pavement on the side, 
opposite to where shops are. 

A new car park for shop¬ 
pers could also be an option to 
take cars off the street. 


Police found the fake 
stamps at the home of Saqib 
Sirfraz, Walsall magistrates 
were told. 

Magistrate Mary Blake- 
more told the 30-year-old he 
was a “very lucky man” for 
avoiding jail. 

Miss Kelly Hale, prosecut¬ 
ing, said police searched his 
home on July 5. 

“They found £12,000 
worth of fraudulent Mor¬ 
risons saver stamps. When 
interviewed after being 
arrested, he did say he’d 
bought them from an 
unidentifiable Iraqi male for 
£150 and his intention was 
to make a profit.” 

Sirfraz, of Prince Street, 
Walsall, originally denied 
possessing an article for use 
in fraud. He was found 
guilty last month. 

In mitigation, the court 
heard there were doubts as 
to the actual value of the 
stamps. 

Intention 

Mr Ifran Mohammed, in 
mitigation, said: “Mr Sirfraz 
was found guilty on the basis 
he was in possession of coun¬ 
terfeit stamps, but there was 
no evidence to suggest he 
was going to sell them. 

Mr Mohammed said 
Sirfraz realised they were 
fake and stashed them 
under his bed for about four 
months with no intention to 
use them. He said the crimi¬ 
nal proceedings led to him 
leaving Tesco, and he had 
gone on to set up his own 
courier business. 

Magistrates gave Sirfraz 
six weeks in prison sus¬ 
pended for 12 months. He 
must also do 200 hours of 
work and pay £500 costs. 

Mrs Blakemore said: 
“You’ve come within an inch 
of going into custody today. 
You’re a very lucky man.”

INSURANCE giant HomeServe is 
axing around 200 jobs at its 
Walsall call centre in the wake of 
problems that have cost it £20 
million. 

The firm stopped sales calls and started 
retraining staff in October after an inter¬ 
nal investigation raised fears its policies 
could be mis-sold. 

HomeServe restarted taking sales calls 
and launched its direct mail campaign in 
January but it has still been unable to 
restart outgoing sales calls. This has hit 
customer numbers and, before Christmas, 
HomeServe announced it would close its 
main customer complaints department 
and transfer the work to a specialist firm. 

Anticipated 

In a statement last Wednesday, the 
company, which employs more than 1,500 
at its headquarters and call centre opera¬ 
tion in Green Lane, Walsall, said it had 
started consultation with staff about 
cutting its UK workforce by 200. 

It also revealed the cost of the problems, 
with redundancies and reorganisation, 
would now hit £20 million this year - twice 
as much as first thought. 

Chief executive Richard Harpin said 
around 150 staff were going from the out¬ 
bound call centre, leaving 100 remaining. 

In a trading update, HomeServe said: “In 
the UK we are making progress in reinvig¬ 
orating our customer focus and restarting 
marketing activity, but this is taking longer 
than anticipated.” 

It expects customer numbers to be down 
around eight per cent.

Guilty of roles in 'assassination' 


A MAN and woman have been found 
guilty of the “cowardly and callous” 
murder of a 22-year-old from the Black 
Country. 

Barrington Denny had already 
pleaded guilty to pulling the trigger on 
the shotgun that killed Ricky Basra at 
close range. 

Gary Narwain from Walsall and 
Birmingham mother Sarah Singh 
denied the charge but were on Friday 
convicted by a jury at Birmingham 
Crown Court. 

The court heard how 31-year-old 
Singh lured Mr Basra to Melville Road, 
Edgbaston, where he was shot dead on 
June 21 2011. 

Meanwhile, 21-year-old Narwain, of 


Calthorpe Road, Park Hall, was 
involved in the planning of the murder 
and later assisted with the disposal of 
important evidence. 

Mr Basra, from Bilston, was blasted 
in the chest during a “deliberate and 
planned assassination” in what was 
possibly a “turf war” killing over who 
controlled drug dealing in an area of 
Birmingham. 

Petrol 

Denny, who went by the street name 
Baza the Don, later tried to remove 
gunfire residue from his body by 
dousing himself in petrol. 

However, he burned his clothes and 
legs by standing too close to a fire. 


DS Rob Bastin from Force CID said: 
“This cowardly and callous attack has 
had a lasting effect on Ricky’s family 
and friends and my thoughts and sym¬ 
pathy go out to them. 

“I hope this verdict gives those close 
to Ricky some comfort.” 

Narwain, Singh, of Colville Road, 
Sparkbrook, and 23-year-old Denny, of 
Grantham Road, Sparkbrook, will all 
be sentenced at the city’s crown court 
on February 20. 

Following last week’s verdict, Mr 
Basra’s mother Ranjit Kaur said: 
“Ricky was my loving, precious son and 
a good brother to Ravi.

A GALVANIZING firm in Willenhall is playing its part in a 
major oil exploration project tapping into vast underwater 
reserves off the west coast of Africa.

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Jail for car boot couple 
who sold stolen goods

A WALSALL husband and wife 
have begun 15-month jail terms 
for a “sophisticated enterprise” 
buying stolen goods at their 
door to sell on at car boot sales. 

Police officers seized around £19,000 of 
stolen goods, including electrical items, 
toys and clothing, and almost £7,000 in 
cash when they carried out a raid at Brian 
and Sharon Phillips’ home on January 12 
last year, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Recorder Alan Parker told the pair last 
week the stash was only a “snapshot” of 
what would have been sold over a period 
of almost two years. 

Brian Phillips also claimed sickness 
benefits during the period and the couple 
enjoyed holidays, including one to 
Majorca costing more than £2,600. 

Mrs Sati Ruck, prosecuting, said many 
of the stolen goods seized still had price 
tags attached, and a laptop was discov¬ 
ered that had been stolen only days 
before. 

Converting 

The couple accepted they had bought 
items from people who came to their 
home in Whateley Road, Coalpool, and 
sold them on at car boot sales as often as 
three times a week. 

She said: “Sharon Phillips accepted the 
items were purchased from people she 
presumed were drug addicts.” 

Brian Phillips, 49, and his 47-year-old 
wife admitted converting criminal prop¬ 
erty and possessing criminal property 
between March 2009 and January last 
year. 

In mitigation, Mr Patrick Currie said 
the couple had “turned a blind eye” to 
where the goods came. 

Sentencing them, Mr Parker said: “It is 
clear that you were probably the first 
point of call for any thief or burglar 
around the neighbourhood who wanted to 
offload stolen goods.” 

He told them it was a “sophisticated 
enterprise”and handed them each a 15- 
month prison sentence.

KK has gone a fair way 
from his Yew nee roots 


“Ol, dude, whatcha doin’?” The voice is above 
me, booming from an open first-floor 
window.“Can I ‘elp ya?” 

I look up and see KK Downing, multi-millionaire former 
Black Country rocker turned Shropshire Country Squire. 
“I’m here for an interview.” KK smiles and points to a green 
door, on a wing of Astbury Hall that sits opposite his open 
window. “Go through there, mate, and just keep going 
round to the right, I’ll meet you half way.” 

Stepping through the Green Door is like exiting the 
wardrobe door to Narnia. I wonder through astoundingly 
beautiful rooms, with wooden floors, delightfully-decorated 
stained glass, gorgeously upholstered furnishings and more 
besides. Eventually, after what seems like an age, I reach 
KK. He’s a skinny little fella who’s kept his rockstar figure. 
Later, he tells me he’s 60, though he looks 10 years younger 
and has a waist that most 20 year olds would envy. 

KK was brought up on the Yew Tree Estate, in West 
Bromwich, and travelled the world with Judas Priest. He 
won a Grammy, was ranked 23 on rock magazine Hit 
Parader’s list of 100 greatest metal guitarists but hung up 
his Gibson last year. He amassed a considerable fortune and 
invested wisely in property, at Astbury Hall, near Bridg¬ 
north, and in Spain. 

Farming 

“When I bought Astbury it was all in agriculture,” he 
says. “But I wanted to use the estate for leisure. I thought 
it would make it a safe bet. I wanted insurance in case the 
farming thing didn’t quite work out so I got planning per¬ 
mission to use it for leisure. That was back in 1990.” 

Initially, KK farmed, in between touring with Judas 
Priest. He had a mixed dairy herd but the BSE crisis sapped 
his confidence. So KK dreamed of golf and secured permis¬ 
sion for a major leisure complex with a 63-bedroom hotel to 
incorporate every conceivable facility, including spa, 
urpose-built golf club house, 27-hole course, holiday lets, 
arn conversions and more. “I used to play when I was on 
the road,” he says. “I started in the early 1980s. If I got a day 
off, I’d go and play a round.” 

Eventually, after two recessions, he opened his golf 
course. The course is managed by Troon Golf, the world’s 
leading golf management company, and players from across 
the UK grace the rolling fairways and billiard-table-flat 
greens. The course was designed by KK in the heart of the 
Severn Valley and built to USGA specifications, with subtle 
contours and stunning views. “The course is maintained 
regardless of cost, that’s what it has to be.” KK doesn’t have 
a handicap, but would probably play off 12 or 14: “As long as 
I can knock it around, I’m happy,” he says. 

His first year was such a success that KK now wants to

embark on the next phase . “I had to get last year out of the 
way. I’d been doing the band for more than 40 years but 
there were lots of other considerations. A world tour is a 
long thing, you’re on the road for two years. 

“When you’re away that long, you miss important events: 
holidays, deaths, weddings. When you’re young you think 
everything will last forever but then you realise that things 
aren’t like that and you have to focus on the things that are 
important to you. So I left the band and now I’m focused on 
Astbury.” 

Numerous events are planned at Astbury. There’ll be a 
Race To Astbury, which takes inspiration from the Race To 
Dubai. 

“We’re anticipating a really top event this year, called the 
Million Dollar Challenge. The contracts have been signed. 
We’ll be holding the European Qualifying for the tourna¬ 
ment. We’ll be able to disperse about $220,000 worth of 
prize money. 

“I’m talking seriously with people about pushing the 
development forward for the hotel. If everything falls into 
place quite quickly then hopefully there’ll be something 
really exciting to announce this year.”

IT WAS Birmingham’s ec¬ 
lectic mix of opera and 
ballet, coupled with music 
hall and pantomime that 
help-ed the city to develop 
its cultural identity 
throughout the 1950s and 
60s. 

Entertainment venues such as 
the Beaufort cinema in Ward End, 
the Hippodrome and Alexandra 
Theatres and the Town Hall played 
a large part with comedians, musi¬ 
cians and pantomimes regularly 
topping the bill. 

The venues are among the ones 
higlighted in Alton Douglas’ latest 
Dictorial history of Birmingham 
? rom 1900 to 190. 

Big music-hall names such as 
Max Miller and Harry Secombe 
would often tread the boards at the 
Hippodrome while American Jazz 
singer Sarah Vaughan graced the 
Odeon in 1950s.

Classical music fans were treated 
by regular performances by the 
City of Birmingham Symphony 
Orchestra and the City of Birming¬ 


ham Choir, both performing to the 
highest of standards.lt was the 
theatre that really captured the 
heart of the Black Country with 
various city centre theatre’s thriv¬ 
ing throughout the era. 

Norman Evans, the only pan¬ 
tomime dame to receive top billing 
at London’s Palladium, chose the 
Birmingham Hippodrome for his 
Christmas appearance in Humpty 
Dumpty in 1953.

Sacked after defeat, 
demos and apology

Wolves 1 Albion 5 


A CRUSHING defeat at the hands 
of their local rivals sealed the fate 
of manager Mick McCarthy. 

The abject display even brought a public 
apology from the Wolves boss for the per¬ 
formance, writes Tim Nash. 

But his “sorry” after Sunday’s game was 
not enough to save his job - or erase the pain 
of this humiliation for thousands of angry, 
disenchanted Wolves fans. 

It’s been more than a decade since we last 
saw fans demonstrating outside the ground, 
when Sir Jack Hayward was spat at. 

The nature and magnitude of this thor¬ 
oughly depressing setback was the trigger 
for hundreds to gather around the Billy 
Wright statue after the game and chant for 
the head of the manager. 

There were still fans singing ‘We want 
McCarthy out’ more than an hour after the 
final whistle. One day later they got their 
wish. It was a black day in the history of 
Wolverhampton Wanderers and a new low 
for McCarthy. 

Trouble 

Any defeat hurts, and a loss to Albion 
deepens the pain. But the manner of this 
capitulation - to employ the term used by 
McCarthy afterwards - cast a huge cloud 
over the club. 

As Albion tore Wolves apart, there was the 
depressing sight of fans remonstrating 
angrily with people in the directors’ box. 

Trouble on and off the pitch, and it all led 
to the departure of a manager who was 
firmly entrenched in the deepest crisis of his 
reign. He has done a remarkable job over the 
last five-and-a-half years. It’s difficult to 
imagine anyone getting more effort and 
commitment out of the players. 

A more honourable man of more integrity 
you couldn’t wish to find. At his press con¬ 
ference afterwards, he vowed to fight on, 
convinced he was still the man to ride the 
storm and lead Wolves to safety. But chair-

man Steve Morgan clearly decided Mc¬ 
Carthy’s presence had become counter-pro¬ 
ductive. 

It seems there were a growing number of 
fans waiting to see him fail, and it is against 
that backdrop of discontent that Morgan 
had to weigh up whether his manager’s time 
was up. 

However, the fans’ sniping at Morgan on 
Sunday about where he can stick his execu¬ 
tive houses suggests the fans don’t lay the 
blame squarely at the manager’s door. 

The defeat dropped Wolves back into the 
Premier League relegation zone, on goal dif¬ 
ference. This time last season, they were 
bottom and two points from safety after 
beating Manchester United, with three 
more points than they have now. 

But it’s difficult to think the Wolves team 
of last season would fold like this. 

That they had dragged themselves level 


by half-time courtesy of Steven Fletcher’s 
fantastically executed 10th goal of the 
season was a travesty after a truly awful 
first half. Wayne Hennessey made four fine 
saves before being wrong-footed by Dave 
Edwards’ deflection off Peter Odemwingie’s 
low shot after he cut inside Matt Jarvis after 
35 minutes. 

Wolves started the second half well and 
Fletcher was inches away from giving them 
the lead only for his shot to deflect just wide 
off Jonas Olsson. Hennessey then undid his 
good work by dropping Olsson’s routine 
shot to give Albion a 64th-minute lead. 

Wolves went close again when Ben Foster 
made a superb reflex save from Fletcher’s 
towering header before a similar effort from 
Roger Johnson was headed onto the bar by 
Youssouf Mulumbu. 

But, in between, the alarm bells were 
beginning to ring loudly as Kevin Foley 


cleared off the line from Odemwingie. And 
from then on, Wolves were simply crushed. 

More catastrophic defending allowed 
Odemwingie his second and Albion’s third 
on 77 when he slid the ball home after Liam 
Ridgewell’s header and Olsson’s backheel 
following James Morrison’s corner. 

Everything that could have gone wrong 
did as old boy Keith Andrews drove home a 
fourth five minutes from time after Morri¬ 
son skipped past Stephen Ward and crossed, 
followed by Odemwingie completing his hat- 
trick from close range on 88 minutes. 

McCarthy gambled by playing three strik¬ 
ers from the start and it left Wolves woefully 
exposed in midfield, where they couldn’t 
keep the ball and were left chasing shadows. 

If ever there was a game crying out for 
Karl Henry and Emmanuel Frimpong, then 
this was it. But Wolves had to battle on 
without their two central midfielders.

The ex-Molineux and Walsall 
forward believes his former club 
are in line to be relegated 
regardless of the man in charge 
because of the desperate run of 
results that led to McCarthy’s 
sacking. 

The former boss left on 
Monday with his side in the

bottom three on goal difference 
with just 21 points from 25 
games. Goodman is concerned 
for the rest of the season, irre¬ 
spective of who wins the race to 
success McCarthy. 

Signal 

He said: “The board of direc¬ 
tors have sent a signal by chang¬ 
ing the manager that something 


needs to change and it wasn’t a 
major surprise with the results 
they’ve been having, especially 
in the derby on Sunday. 

“But I think they are in a real 
predicament. I don’t think you 
could bring in Sir Alex Ferguson, 
Jose Mourinho, Pep Guardiola 
or all three at the same time and 
expect them to turn things 
around automatically. 

“With the greatest of respect, 
they are going to have to work 
with the same players who have 


been there all season. People will 
hope that a change of voice does 
the trick but I do have some 
serious doubts about whether 
that will be enough. If you asked 
me whether Wolves can get to 40 
points I would have to say ‘no’. 

“The one hope you would give 
them is that if there’s one year 
when they might not need 40 
points to stay up this could be it 
because there are four other 
teams down there struggling 
badly too.” 


MiCARTHY IS AXED 
AFTER DERBY LOSS 


MICK McCarthy was sacked as Wolves 
manager this week as club chairman Steve 
Morgan said the board had “little or no 
choice”. 

The blow fell on Monday, the day after the team suffered 
their biggest Black Country derby home defeat in 50 years, 
a 5-1 thrasing by Albion. The club took the “difficult deci¬ 
sion” to terminate his contract, which came after a poor run 
of results left them facing relegation. 


Pressure on the boss, who 
is expected to leave with a 
£lm compensation payout, 
reached a critical point with 
the humiliating Molineux 
loss to the Baggies. 

But Wolves’ previous 
alarming sequence of results 
after early-season optimism 
-just 14 points from the pre¬ 
vious possible 66 - was the 
main concern for club owner 
Morgan and chief executive 
Jez Moxey. 

Morgan said: “I’m afraid 
the board thought we had 
little or no choice. 

“Mick and I have had 
several conversations in 
recent weeks. He’s a good 
guy and the decision was 
taken regretfully, but results 
have not been good enough 
this season. 

“We need to pick our¬ 
selves up and be aiming up 
the league and, hopefully, 
that’s what the new man 
will take us forward with.” 

The Albion defeat marked 
the beginning of a dramatic 
24 hours, with 53-year-old 
McCarthy being forced to 
apologise to angry fans for 
the “disgraceful” display. 

On Sunday afternoon 
Moxey and Morgan, who was 
skiing in Europe, spoke on 
the phone about McCarthy’s 
future. 

Moxey then appeared to 
hint that evening that

McCarthy’s position would 
be safe in the short term, 
saying the club would use 
the two-week break before 
its next game to “regroup”. 

But at 7am on Monday he 
arrived at his office at 
Molineux and spoke to 
Morgan again when the deci¬ 
sion was made to dismiss 
McCarthy. A short time later 
Moxey went to see McCarthy 
at the Compton Park train¬ 
ing ground and delivered the 
news. 

Just before 11am, Wolves 
announced he would be leav¬ 
ing with immediate effect. 

The club said in a state¬ 
ment: “The board would like 
to place on record their 
sincere thanks and apprecia¬ 
tion to Mick McCarthy and 
he leaves with the very best 
wishes of everyone con¬ 
nected to the club.” 

Minutes later, Moxey left 
the training ground in his 
Jaguar. 

He said later: “We have 
been on a journey for the last 
five-and-half-years of out¬ 
standing success - more 
than this club has seen in a 
generation and we have 
achieved our objectives.” 

Midfielder Jamie O’Hara 
used Twitter to write: 
“Gutted to see Mick go.”
